Pays Tribute To Oil Trade For Its 
Full Support Of The War Program 


A strong tribute to the oil industry of 
the country for its wholehearted accept- 
ance of the regulatory conditions imposed 
by war necessity was paid to Chairman 
Bedford of the Petroleum Committee, 
who was the speaker of honor at the 
luncheon Thursday. His address in part 
follows. 

By Chairman Bedford 

May I refer to the manner in which 
the men of the petroleum industry have 
rallied ’round the flag? Here, if you 
please, was an industry which had been 
the battle-ground for some of the bit 
terest commercial controversies which 
had ever aroused the attention of the 
American people. It is a curious industry 
On the one hand, it is speculative, it in 
volves the taking of great risks, and the 
highways of its progress have been strewn 
with innumerable wrecks and losses. On 
the other hand, the very life of a com- 
munity often depends upon its unin- 
terrupted operation; and some of those 
who have taken big chances in its devel 
opment have realized great fortunes as a 
result. 

Great legal battles had torn the indust1 
asunder Its various component pat 
were at the beginning of this war com 
peting intensely and vigorously not alon 
for the trade of America but for the trade 
of the world. Under the stern operation 
of Sherman Anti-Trust Law, vigorously 
supplemented by the watchful eve of 
the Federal Trade Commission, the in 
dustry was standing up so straight that its 
equilibrium was sometimes threatened 

But when America entered the war, 
became clear, and increasingly 
as the months went by, that not! 
than the complete, urgent, and unified ef 
fort of the whole industry could be equal 
to the demands of our Government and 


of our Allies for petroleum products with 








which to prosecute the war. 

Here, then, was a very real problem. To 
take over the whole oil industry and oper- 
ate it as a Government function for the 
period of the war clearly presented ob- 
stacles and difficulties which seemed in- 
superable. Now, then, could the situation 
be met? The result must be attained im- 
mediately. The answer which has been 
worked out has been so simple that it 
seems hard to realize that the difficulties 
at the outset appeared so great. 

That the plan with which you are all 
so familiar has worked well is a fact 
which constitutes its own tribute to the 
loyalty of the men of the petroleum in- 
dustry. Ours is no kid glove business; 
it involves wrestling with realities. Those 
who have built up this industry are men 
who have been forced into contact against 
very stern factors. My association, as 
chairman of the National Petroleum War

theory with Congress, and I think we 
are going to get thru with it. We have 
now taken the position that we should 
not be compelled to liquidate our 
property. In other words, we should 
be allowed an opportunity to either 
recreate our property or to extinguish 
our capital. As the Treasury Depart- 
ment interprets the present bill we are 
compelled to liquidate our property and 
not merely pay a profits tax, but also 
a property tax 

Let me illustrate it this way. If a 
man has a factory in which under the 
arbitrary rule of this business he can 
only claim an invested capital of $50,- 
Q00 and yet his property is worth a 
million dollars, the Government does 
not insist that he sell his property for 
a million dollars, and deduct the $50,- 
000 of arbitrarily determined invested 
capital. Now, that man is allowed to 
go into the taxing period, and go out 
of it, having the same amount of prop- 
erty as when he goes in, while we are 
compelled to sell off our property and 
to pay a profits tax on the liquidation 
of our property. Now we are contend- 
ing for the right to maintain our prop- 
erty. Every other business is allowed 
to maintain its property. We ask the 
right to maintain ours. If we were to 
draw a hundred thousand barrels of oil 
during the taxable year, we ask the 
right to deduct from our gross earn- 
ings a sufficient sum to re-establish a 
hundred thousand barrels of oil. It is 
in the ground, by exploration or pur- 
chase 

We have already been before the 
Treasury Department, and, while they 
take the position that they cannot allow 
us that under the old bill, they do say 
we are entitled to get that from Con- 
gress on the new bill, but I have not 
yet given up the contention that you 


have with them what we should get.

Stop to think of the enormous amount 
of gasoline used on the farm and the 
way our stock dwindles when the farm 
season opens and especially when the 
harvest comes, the number of contract- 
ors, trucks, pleasure cars being used for 
business purposes, and it is very easy to 
see what a small percentage of gaso- 
line is used for pleasure purposes 

Gasoline holds more possibilities for 
conserving man power than any other 
thing I know of, and gasoline has 
already played a big part in our present 
war program, because the great big 
problem in this war program has been 
to feed ourselves and our Allies. I 
don’t know whether you men ever 
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thought of it in this way, but we have 
been substituting gasoline for horse 
feed. Our farms were capable of 
raising so much in the way of crops, 
and farm lands that used to be devoted 
to raising feed for horses has been free 
to raise food for ourselves and our 
Allies, and gasoline has taken the 
place of what the horses used to eat. 

So we are contending against the 
taxation of gasoline, and we say to 
Congress we don’t object to 
modity taxes. If you want to adopt 
the plan of commodity taxes, all well 
and good, put gasoline oil, put kero- 
sene oil, put every one of our products 
on it if you want to, but don’t single 
out gasoline and say that it is a luxury 

We say to them, we take from the 
ground a crude product and we must 
market it in the way nature created it 
Anything that puts an artificial load 
or price on any part of that product is 


com 


a handicap in the marketing that we 
have to do and a congestion in one 
product means a congestion in all. We 
must be free to make markets that will 
market this refined product in the same 
relation that nature produced it in the 
crude form I am telling you about 
this because I want to interest you 
in this taxation matter. 

We are all serving, whether on the 
National War Petroleum Committee or 
in these different organizations today, 
as patriotic business men. No business 
today can asked to be saved from tax- 
ation on the grounds of preservation, 
except so far as its preservation means 
to the good of the nation and a help 
in winning this war. We are opposing 
some of the taxation measures because 
we don’t believe they are good for the 
nation as a whole, and we ask for the 
support and help of every oil man in 
doing that. 


Industry’s Conservation Program Calls 
For Lubricating Engineering 


The part the technically trained lubri- 
cating oil salesman—the lubricating en- 
gineer—is going to play in the future in 
getting and holding business for his com- 
pany was told by John Rome Battle, of 
the technical department of Swan & 
Finch, at the Thursday session. His talk 
follows: 

By John Rome Battle 

The purpose of all machinery is the 
control and utilization of energy for useful 
purposes. Unfortunately, our methods 
have always resulted in tremendous 
wastes of energy in proportion to that 
percentage actually gotten out in useful 
work to the total amount generated. It 
is true, that a percentage of this wasted 
energy is expended in overcoming certa 
factors, such as wind resistance, electrical 
effects, slippage, etc., which cannot be 
attributed to inefficient lubrication. But, 
by far the greatest loss occurs due to the 
frictional resistance offered to the relative 
motion, of the contact surfaces of prime 
movers, shafting, machinery and other 
equipment. ‘ 

If it were possible to overcome all en 
ergy wastes, it would then be theoretically 
possible to set a perfect machine in mo 
tion and thereafter, due to the momentum 
of its parts, it would continue to move at 
a uniform speed, if performing no work, 
without the addition of more energy. 

It has been computed that in the United 
States alone there is an annual power 
waste, which over $300.000,000.00, 
that is expended in overcoming prevent 
able power losses. 

The purpose and aim of scientific lubri 
cation is to reduce to a minimum this 
unnecessary power waste and to improve 
as much as possible the operating effi 
ciency of mechanical equipment 

When the fact is appreciated that every 
form of moving equipment, from a tex 
tile spindle to a locomotive, would be 
subjected to enormous wear and would 
produce tremendous power waste, with- 
out lubrication, the importance of lubri 
cation and lubricating engineers is evi- 
dent. 

The keynote of all business of today is 
efficiency and service. Competition has 
forced a closer survey of operating costs 
and as a result, large and small consum 
ers of power are inquiring closer into 
those factors which have a direct bear- 
ing upon the economy of operation of 


tain 


costs 
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mechanical equipment. There is no single 
factor which is more capable of improve- 
ment than lubrication and its allied fac- 
tors, lubricating equipment and bearing 
design. 

This condition has caused both the 
large and small marketers of lubricating 
products to appreciate the value of lubri- 
cating engineering assistance in the con- 
duct of their business. 

Unfortunately, in the early stages of the 
development of any new branch of en- 
gineering, a period must be passed thru, 
during which the available information 
and the character of the work produced 
is indefinite. Lubricating engineering has 


recently passed thru just such a period, 
but today it emerges, clearly defined as 
to the scope of its field and rapidly 


standardizing the principles of its prac- 
tice 

The modern lubricating engineer suould 
be the highest type of efficiency expert. 
He must have a practical knowledge of 
the fundamentals of mechanical and elec- 
trical engineering as well as the textile 
and other arts; a general knowledge of 
the working conditions met with in the 
various industries; a knowledge of the 
manufacture of lubricants and _ allied 
products; and especially must he be fa- 
miliar with the physical properties of the 
entering into the manufacture 
of these lubricants. 

It is unfortunate that the commercial 
side of lubricating engineering has over- 
shadowed the technical side. Many firms 
have allowed their representatives to at- 
tach the title of lubricating engineer too

The designer and manufacturer of 
chinery has at last appreciated the 
portance of lubrication in its bearing u 
the successful performance of his 
chinery in the field. The up-to-the-n 
ute manufacturer frequently consults wit 
the lubricating expert on various point 
of lubrication as affecting the design ar 
operation of his equipment. Oil spe 
cations and practical testing are coming 
into more general use. Large plants are 
employing men to supervise the lubrica 
tion of their equipment. The 
ment has made important advance in t 
study and development of the lubricating 
situation. Efficient methods of storage 
complicated methods of continuous appli 
cation, various forms of filtration and 
recovery, and more severe lubricating 
quirements of the highly developed ma 
chinery of the day, are all tending to the 
same end, “scientific lubrication.” 

This is not the lubricating practice of a 
few years past, which was based upon a 
cost per gallon or per pound, but it is a 
cost based upon service rendered, as meas 
ured by the power saved, the machinery 
depreciation reduced, the reduction in the 
amounts of the lubricants required, the 
efficiency of the recovery of the lubri- 
cants, and finally only to a small extent 
upon the cost of the lubricants them 
selves. 

Scientific application and correct sele 
tion are slogans of today and the future, 
in the lubricating field. The day when a 
small amount of oil was rubbed in the 
palm of the oil salesman’s hand and 
lubricating efficiency demonstrated with 
the aid of a cigar or so, is over. Today, 
accounts that are worth while, ask what 
will your lubricants do, how economical 
are they, and finally show us.

I am not 
ng to try to show them all to you 
but I have a lot of pages here 
most of you are perhaps familiar 
that have run in the papers of 
country, some of the biggest in 
Id days, now being driven down to 
smaller. They carry stuff that ab- 
tely you wouldn’t think that any 
of ordinary intelligence would get 


caught on. But they do put their 
money into it 

It isn’t possible for these crooks to 
be working in your field, stealing 
money from people, misleading them, 
destroying their confidence, without it 
hurting your business, even if you never 
have a dollar’s worth of stock to sell 
You are in the oil business. I don’t 
know whether you ever find that that 
is an embarrassing admission to make 
or not. There are some places where 
I imagine you would find it embarrass- 
ing, not because that the oil business 
isn’t a respectable business, but be- 
cause there have been, some crooks in 
it who have misused it, who have 
abused the neople until they have lost 
confidence and they throw up their 
hands when you talk about oil. I 
don’t know whether that is making it 
more difficult for you to borrow more 
money at your banks in these days of 
increased cost of production, days 
when you have to provide the capital in 
some manner or other. 

I do know this: that if your business 
was as clean as a hound’s tooth that 
if it had no crooks mixed up with it at 
all, it would be a good deal easier for 
you to go in and sit down by Mr. 
Banker and get your money, without 
having to explain a lot of things about 
your business. The banker may un- 
derstand this situation, and does, but 
the very fact that there has been some- 
thing in the back of his head that makes 
him realize there are some _ crooked 
things in the oil business, makes him 
just a little bit more cautious, makes 
him look over your balance sheet just 
a little bit more closely before he lets 
you have your money. I don’t believe 
you will quarrel with him on this prop- 
osition. 

Can’t we strive to stop the fellow 
that is using your business to his own 
personal profit as against you and 
against the people, to try to apprehend 
him, to drive him out of the business, 
to stop him, and thereby reach as far 
as you can toward the ideal condition? 
Fortunately today we have a condition 
that is making it a good deal easier for 
us to help you. When we started out 
to try to get the newspapers to stop 
running this crooked advertising it was 
a pretty hard thing for the newspaper 
publisher to see our side of it, be- 
cause those fellows always came in

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with cash in advance with the highest 
priced space they could get. 

Because of the Government’s atti- 
tude toward the sale of securities to- 
day, because of the creation of the 
Capital Issues Committee, to which all 
issues of securities are supposed to be 
submitted, we are now able to go tc the 
newspapers and say, “The Government 
doesn’t want you to run any of these 
speculative security advertisements, un- 
the Government thru its Capital 
Issue Committee has approved that 
particular institution as not against 
the best interests of the public.” 

Now the result is, gentlemen, that only 
in exceptional cases are the newspaper 
publishers today running this disreput- 
able stuff, which a few months ago was 
so prevalent. They have cut it out 
either because of fear of the Govern- 
ment or because they are _ patriotic 
enough not to do anything that will in- 
terfere with the Government 

Now remember this Capital Issues 
Committee is a Government issue. The 
legitimate oil producing company that 
wants to issue stocks or bonds can get 
an approval down there. The newspa- 
pers that have refused to run the ad- 
vertising of these crooked ones will 
run the advertising of the company that 
has the approval of the Capital Issues 
Committee, and it doesn’t have to run 
in company with all of those crooked 
ads. 

But this is a temporary situation. I 
hope the Capital Issues Committee will 
be made permanent, but it hasn’t been 
organized for that purpose. It is under 
the law to operate for one year after 
the war closes, and they are to go out 
of existence. What is going to happen 
when that police force is taken off the 
streets and all these crooked sharks 
break loose again? A lot of the news- 
papers will be willing to take the money 
because it is real money. Unless you 
men in your particular field realize to- 
day that your own personal business is 
being injured and has been injured by 
the existence of these fakers, and 
sharkers, and crooks that have sneaked 
into your business, under the tent, 
when you weren’t looking, that unless 
you realize that you have a responsi- 
bility for putting them out of business, 
they are going to come back at you 
after a while when the price of oil 
isn’t as high as it is now 

You may be scratching for a volume 
of business after a while, you may be 
fighting for orders, you won’t find the 
present condition is lasting always, be- 
cause no matter how long the war lasts, 
the period is mighty short as compared 
with the period of peace. Unless you 
prepare yourselves in the meantime to 
fight these fellows who are ready to 
come out, I want to tell you that you 
in, your field are going to have trouble 
and sorrow and bother. 

Now you are not selling any oil 
stocks, I take it; you are selling oil, 
and where does it affect your business 
—solely by the fact that your business 
is discredited 

There are organizations thru which 
you can work. The Capital Issues 
Committee would like to have your co- 
operation in reporting to them the ad- 
vertising, either thru the mails or in 
the newspapers, of any kind of a spec- 
ulative stock company, that has not the 
approval of the committee. The Post- 
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office Department at Washington is 
glad to have reported to it companies 
that are using the mail to defraud, that 
are using the mail to send some sort of 
stuff that. whether you know it is 
fraudulent or not, on its face it looks 
like it. Our organization is glad to 
have any sort of a concern reported that 
is advertising by any method that does 
not look straight to the other fellow 
who sees it. You do not have to come 
into court and prove your case; you tip 
it off that is all you have to do. 

You will do two things, you will put 
out of existence the crooked thing be 
cause the crooked thing will be sorted 
out, you will protect those that have 
suspected, that really are honest, be- 
cause you will lift them out of that 
suspected crowd and put them into the 
legitimate crowd. You will serve the 
man today who is doing something he 
ought not to do because he doesn’t 
know any better. 

Finally, you will help your own pock- 
etbook because, whenever you create 
maximum public confidence in the oil 
industry, then you will make more 
money out of it, and that, after all, is 
the thing most of us are in business 
for. You will be able to create a pres- 
tige for your business that does not 
exist at this time, so that you may walk 
down the streets any place or even 
pass the basket in church on Sunday, 
without the feeling that there is any 
necessity for explaining what branch 
of the oil business you are in or that 
you are in the oil business at all. | 
thank you very much. 


One Traffic Bureau 
For Oil Trade Urged 


Speaking at the Thursday session on 
transportation questions related to the 
oil industry, Hon. Clifford Thorne, 
general counsel for the American Pe- 
troleum League, and commerce counsel 
for the Western Petroleum Refiners 
Association, urged the establishment « 
a central traffic bureau to handle rate 
matters for the entire industry

“The petroleum industry as a whol 
should establish one central statistical 
department for the assembling and 
analysis of statistics affecting the oil 
trade and presenting them to the pub 
lic,” he stated. 

“Such a bureau or department should 


1 
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rightfully be maintained by all branches 
of the industry and it should confine 
its activities to those subjects upon 
which our interests are in common 

“The necessity for concentrated ef 
fort in order to act most efficient] 
before legislative bodies, and commis 
sions and the public at large is self 
evident 

“The railroads long since recognized 
the vital importance of work of this 
character All the principal railroads 
in the United States have effected one 
organization known as the American 
Railway Association. This organiza 
tion maintains what is known as the 
American Bureau of Railway Econom 
ics, with headquarters at Washing 
ton; D. C 

Sulletins are issued from time to 

time stating with great care and a 
curacy facts and arguments on some 
phase of the railroad question from the 
public standpoint. Extensive statistical 
tables are compiled showing the invest- 


ment earnings, expenses, bonded debt, 
interest, dividends, maintenance, ex 
penditures, ete., for all the principal 
railroads in the nation. A similar bu 
reau is maintained by the western, rail- 
roads. 

“The steel industry was also quick to 
recognize the value of such an institu- 
tion 

“The iron and steel institute pre- 
pares statistical analyses of that indus- 
try which are accepted everywhere as 
authoritative. 

“The petroleum industry’ should 
profit by the experience of these other 
industries. This very moment would 
seem to be the psychological time for 
effecting such an, institution. The in- 
dustry as a whole has learned for the 
first time in its history that there are 
some great issues upon which our in- 
terests are in common. We have been 
able to lay aside the rivalries and jeal- 
ousies of the past for the sake of com- 
mon united action on some questions. 
And this industry is not going to es 
cape the critical consideration by the 
public thru congressional committees 
and ambitious newspaper correspond- 
ents, that other industries have been 
receiving. We must have the facts to 
present. We should be quite as quick 
to adopt measures of self-protection as 
these other industries have been, when 
the opportunity for action has arrived.

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Sunday Gas Ban Lifted; | 
20 Per Cent Saving Asked 


WASHINGTON, Oct., 16.—Amer- 
icans who own automobiles are now on 
their honor to conserve gasoline as the 
gasless Sunday went into the discard yes- 
terday. The hope of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration is that from 15 to 20 per cent of 
the consumption customary at this season 
will be cut off. It hopes to accumulate a 
surplus in that way. 

Unless there is a satisfactory decrease 
in consumption, there will be a rationing, 
based on the degrees of essentiality. That 
is to say the man who uses a car in the 
distribution of food may have a full sup- 
ply of gasoline. A man uso uses it in the 
distribution of flowers may have one-half 
the customary supply and so on down 
through the essential uses list. 

Practically all pleasure driving is ex- 
pected to be cut out by the owners of cars. 
Going to and from work is not regarded 
as pleasure driving, so long as the work 
is essential. Taking a spin in the park or 
touring to nearby cities or visiting just for 
the sake of visiting would be regarded as 
pleasure driving. 

Gasless Sunday had to be cut out be- 
cause, in many parts of the country work- 
ing men protested against the implied 
charge of disloyalty contained in the gas- 
less Sunday request. They argued that 
Sunday was the only day on which they 
could do any one of the dozen necessary 
errands. 

In the hard coal regions of Pennsyl- 
vania, the foreign miners obeyed the Sun- 
day gasless day regulation by laying off 
all day Saturday or Monday to attend 
weddings and christenings. Until the war, 
they had not money enough to own cars, 
and they regard this prosperity brought 
by the war as merely a coming into their 
rights. Argument is of no value when 
addressed to them. Many of them, tech- 
nically, are enemy aliens, Hungarians, 
Poles, Checho-Slovaks and others from 
countries under the dominion of Austria. 
They are not dangerous enemy aliens, as 
they care neither for Austria nor much for 
the United States, but they are willing to 
work for American money. They cannot 
understand, or will not, why they should 
not use gasoline for Sunday riding while 
the “boss” is permitted to use gasoline for 
riding on other days 

That, of course, is not the only reason 
that constrained the Fuel Administration 
to give up the idea of gasless Sundays. 


Gasless Sunday made it hard for the man 


who re ally had the best of reasons for 
using his car on Sunday He could not 
placard his machine with the reason for 
his faring forth on Sunday. In some cities 
the police held him up and asked for ex- 
planatior S rhe explanations were good, 
but they got only to the ears of the police 
man. They did not reach the ears of all

Reading The Dial

California Oil Workers 
Demand $1 Day Increase 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 13.—Detailed 
demands of workers in the California 
oil fields and refineries have been sub- 
mitted to the federal oil conciliation 
board by a committee of the oil work- 
ers’ unjon. The union refused to abide 
by the award of the federal board of 
an eight-hour day and a minimum wage 
of $4, which was made several months 
ago. The schedule demanded would 
give every man employed by the oil 
companies in field, pipe line or refinery 
work an increase of $1 a day. 

The demands of the rien are for a 
minimum wage of $5 day, this to 
apply also to telephone operators. The 
following wages are demanded for vari- 
ous lines of work: Teamsters, $5.25 to 


$6.25; boiler washers and scalers, $5.75; 
pumpers, $5.75 to $6.25; can fillers 
$5.75.
